REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present amendment, claims 1,3, 6-7, 12, 19-32, and 34-46 are all the 
claims pending in the application. Claim 1 has been amended to better capture the envisioned 
commercial embodiment, and claims 47-48 have been canceled, because the elements of these 
claims have been incorporated into claim 1 . Support for the claim amendments can be found 
throughout the specification and originally filed claims. For example, support for the current 
claim amendment can be found in at least Figures 3 A, 3B, and 3D, Examples 1-4, and 
paragraphs [0012], [0017], [0019]-[0020], [0021], [0044], [0057], [0058], and [0060] of U.S. 
Published Application No. 2005/01 13657. Accordingly, no new matter has been introduced by 
these amendments to claims. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating allowable subject matter with respect to 
previous claim 48, which was dependent upon claim 47. Accordingly, Applicants have amended 
claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of previous claims 47 and 48. Applicants assert that claim 
1 and all dependent thereon, are allowable. 

In accordance, with the requirements of MPEP §713.04, the undersigned telephoned the 
Examiner on or about 9 July 2008 to confirm the allowability of subject matter, as indicated in 
the May 19 th Office Action, and to discuss amendments for capturing the allowable subject 
matter.
